DECISION ON PETITION 
TO INVOKE SUPERVISORY 
AUTHORITY 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.181 



This is in response to applicants' renewed petition to invoke supervisory authority under 37 CFR 
1.181 that was filed on February 23, 2004 requesting review of whether or not prosecution can 
be properly reopened after a Board decision reversing all of the previous rejections on appeal. 

The petition is DISMISSED AS MOOT.
